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HEN the monarchs of Egypt erect- 


ed thoſe ſtupendous maſſes, the 
pyramids, for no other uſe but to record 


their names, they little ſuſpected that a 


weed growing by the Nile would one day 


be converted into more durable regiſters of 


fame, than quapxies of marble and granite. 
Yet when paper had been invented, what 
ages rolled away before it was deſtined to 


its beſt ſervice! It is equally amuſing to 


obſerve what obvious arts eſcape our touch, 
and how quickly various channels are de- 


duced from a ſource when once opened. 
This was the caſe of the preſs: Printing 
Vor. V. A Was 
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was not diſcovered rill about the year 1430: 
in thirty years more it was applied to the 
multiplication of drawings. Authors had 
ſcarce ſeen that facility of diſperſing their 
works, before painters received an almoſt 
equal * advantage. To each was endleſs 
fame in a manner enſured, if they had merit 
to challenge it. With regard to prints, 
the new diſcovery aſſociated the profeſſors 
in ſome degree with the great maſters whoſe 
works they copied. This intimate con- 
nection between painters and engravers 
makes, ſome account of the latter a kind 
of neceſſary ſupplement to the hiſtory of 
the former. But if this country has not 
produced many men of genius in the nobler 
branch, it has been ſtill more deficient in 
excellent engravers. Mr, Vertue had been

11 have ſai and for two reaſons ſhall ſay little 
of wooden cuts ; that art never was xecuted i in any 
perfection in England: engraving on metal was a ſig- 
nal improvement of the art, and ſupplied the defects 
of cuttings in wood. The ancient wooden cuts were 
certainly carried to a great heighth, but that was the 
merit of the maſters, not of the method. Whoever de- 
fires to know more of cutting in wood ſhould conſult 
a very laborious work, lately publiſhed in France in two 
vols. octavo, called Traits hiſtorique & pratique de la 
graveure en bois, par Papillon, Paris 1766. The author 
will not probably, as he wiſhes, perſuade the world to 
return to wooden cuts ; but he gives examples of yig- 
nettes to books in that manner, which ought to make 
editors aſhamed of the ſlovenly ſtamps that are now 
uſed for the faireſt editions. There is a curious ac-

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cident that miighit have given bitth to the 
rolling- -preſs, without the antecedent dif- 
covery of printing, did actually light upon 
the method of taking off ſtamps from an 
engraved plate. Caſting a piece of ſuch 
plate into melted brimſtone, he obſerved 
that the exact impreſſion of the engraving 
was left upon the ſurface of the cold brim- 
ſtone, marked by lines of black. He re- 
peated the experiment on moiſtened pa- 
per, rolling i it gently with a roller. It ſuc- 
ceeded. He communicated the diſcovery to 
Baccio Baldini, of his own profeſſion 5 
city. The latter purſued the invention wit 
ſucceſs, and engraved ſeveral plates from 
drawings of Sandro Boticello, which bein 
ſeen by Andrea Mantegna, he not only 15 
ſiſted Baldini with deſigns, but cultivated 
the new art himſelf. It had not long been 
in vogue before Hugo da Carpi tried the 
ſame experiment with wood, and even add- 
ed a variety of tints by uſing different 
ſtamps fer the gradations of lights and 
ſhades ; a method revived here ſome years 
ago with much ſucceſs by Kirkall, and

From Italy engraving ſoon travelled, in- 


to Flanders, where it was firſt practiced 


by one Martin of Antwerp, He was fol- 


lowed by Albert Durer, who carried the 


art to a great height, conſidering how bad 


the taſte was of the age and country in 


which he lived. His fidelity to what he 
ſaw was at once his fame and misfortune; 
he was happy in copying nature, but it was 
nature diſguiſed and hid under ungraceful 
forms. With neither choice of ſubjects or 
beauty, his induſtry gave merit even to 
uglineſs and abſurdity. Confining his la- 
bours almoſt wholly to religious and le- 
gendary hiſtories, he turned the Teſtament 
into the hiſtory of a Flemiſh village; the 
habits of Herod, Pilate, Joſeph, &c. their 
dwellings, their utenſils and their cuſtoms, 
were all gothic and European ; his virgin 
Mary was the heroine of a Kermis, Lucas 
of Leyden imitated him in all his faults 
and was ſtill more burleſque in his re- 
preſentations. It was not till Raphael had

When the art reached England does not- 
appear. It is a notorious blunder'in Cham- 
bers, “ to ſay that it was firſt brought from 
Antwerp by Speed in the reign of Janes 3 
In ſome degree we had it almoſt as ſoon 
as printing; the printers themſelves” uſirig 
ſmall plates for their devices and rebuſes : 7 
Caxton's Golden Legend has in che be⸗ 
ginning a groupe of ſaints, and many other 
cuts diſperſed through the body of the

Chronicle, This ſcarce book, of a very large 
ſize, I ſaw. at the auction of Mr. Ames's 
library; it had many cuts, eighteen of 
which were in great folio, repreſenting the 
kings of England, fo: well de, and 
boldly executed as to be attributed to 
Holbein, though T think they were not of 
his hand, - I ſhall mention but one more 
book with wooden cuts (though ſeveral 
are recorded by Ames). It is Grafton's 
Chronicle, printed in 1569, and contain» 


ing many heads, as of William the Con-

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queror, Henry VIII. and queen Elizabeth, 
&c. Yet though even portraits were uſed 
in books, I find no trace of ſingle prints 
being wrought off in that age. 'Thoſe 
which-I have mentioned in a + former vo- 
lume as compoſing part of the collection 
of Henry VIII. were probably the pro- 


ductions of foreign artiſts. The firſt book 


that appeared with cuts from copper - plates, 
at leaſt the firſt that ſo induſtrious an en- 
quirer as Mr. Ames 4 had obſerved, was, 
« The Birth of Mankind, otherwyſe called, 
The Woman's Book,” dedicated to queen 
Catherine and publiſhed by Thomas Ray- 
nalde in 1540, with many ſmall copper cuts, 
but to theſe no name was affixed, The

The little that is known of him is 
collected from his works. Of theſe was 
Thomæ Gemini Lyſienſis compendioſa 
totius Anatomes delineatio, ære exarata, 
folio 1545. Theſe plates, ſays Ames, * 
are ſome of the firſt rowling-preſs printing 
in England.” This was a new edition of 
Veſalius's Anatomy, which was firſt pub- 
liſhed at Padua in 1542 with large wooden 
cuts, which cuts Geminus imitated on cop- 
per: plates; though, ſays Vertue, I queſ- 
tion whether more than the title-page, to | 
which he has put his name, was the work 
of Geminus; the moſt and beſt part of the 
graved figures were probably copied from 
the wooden cuts in Veſalius by a better 
hand.” The firſt edition was dedicated to 
Henry VIII. Geminus afterwards publiſh- 
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ed à tranſlation by Nicholas Udal of the 


ſame work in 1552, and dedicated it to 


Edward VI, The tranſlator in bis preface 
ſays, © Accepte therefore, jentill reader, 
this Tractiſe of Anatomie, thankfully i inter- 
preting the labours of Thomas Gemini, the 
workman. He, that with his great charge, 
watch and travayle hath ſet out theſe 
figures in pourtrature, will moſt willingly 
be amended, or better perfected of his own 
workmanſhip, if admoniſhed.“ Vertue hay- 


ing to all theſe plates was ; ſurely grayed by 
Geminie, and probably ſome parts or mem- 
bers of the bodies. We do not contend for 
the excellence of Geminie's performances, 
It is ſufficient that we have aſcertained ſo 
early an engraver in England, Vertue adds, 
that Geminie publiſhed anothe? ſmall work, 
with copper cuts, relating to midwifry two 
years before, I do not know whether he 
means two years before the firſt or the ſe- 
cond of his editions of Veſalius. It is cer- 
tain that Ames does not ſpecify ſuch a work, 
though in page 304, he acknowledges that 
13 there 
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there are books printed by Geminie of an 
earlier date than any he had ſeen; for Gemi- 
nie was not only an engraver but a printer; 
And dwelled in Blackfriats. Thence he pub- 
liſhed a Prognoſtication, &c. relating to 
the weather, the Phænomena of the Hea- 
vens, &c. with a number of cuts. printed 
by Thomas Geminie, quarto, and another edi- 
tion of his Anatomy i in 1559, dedicated to 
queen Elizabeth. 

So congenial an art as eng raving, when 
once diſcovered, could not fail to ſpread in 
an age of litterature. That accompliſhed 
drelate, archbiſhop Parker, who thought 
that whatever tended fo enlighten and civi- 
tize the human mind, was within his pro- 
vince, ſeems to have been the moſt conſpi- 
cuous patron of the arts in the reign of Eli- 
zabeth. I have mentioned before“ that he 
employed in his palace at Lambeth a pain- 
ter and two or three engravers.

By 
what intereſt he obtained this diſtinction, 
does not appear; certainly by no great ex- 
cellence in his profeſſion. Nor are his 
works numerous, though he exerciſed his 
art for many years. Ames mentions about

ROBERT WHITE 


Was born in London 1645, and had a natu- 
ral inclination to drawing and etchings 
which he attempted, before he had any in- 
ſtructions from Loggan of whom he learn- 
ed, and for whom he drew and engraved 
many buildings. What diſtinguiſhed him 
was his admitable fucceſs | in likeneſſes, a 
merit that would give value to his —— 
though they were not fo. well performed. | 
Many of his heads were taken by himſelf 
with a black lead pencil on velom: Mr. 
Weſt has ſeveral, particularly his own head 
at the age of ſixteen: Vertue thought them 
ſuperior to his prints. The heads of Sir 
Godfrey Kneller and his brother in Sandrart 
were engraved from drawings by White, 
whoſe portrait Sir Godfrey drew in return. 
Many of the portraits in Sandford's curious 
coronation 
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coronation of James II. were done from the 
life, as Vertue thought, by White. In 1674 
he graved the firſt Oxford Almanac, as he 
did the title-plate deſigned by Adr. Hennin 
to the Hiſtory and Antiquities of that Uni- 
verſity. He alſo engraved Moncke's fune- 
ral. For a plate of the king of Sweden he 
received 3ol. from one Mr. Sowters of 
Exeter. Of his own works he made no re- 
gular collection, but when he had done x 
plate, he rolled up two or three proofs, and 
flung them into a cloſet, where they laid in 
heaps. Thus employed for 40 years toge- 
ther he had ſaved about four or five thou- 
fand pounds, and yet by ſome misfortunes 
or waſte at laſt, he died“ in indigent cit- 
cumſtances, and his plates being ſold to

JOHN STURT 


Was born April 6, 1658, and at the age of 
17 was put apprentice to Robert White, 
and did ſeveral prints, but of no great 
merit. However he was exceedingly ad- 
mired by Mr. Thoreſby,* who in his mu- 
ſeum had the Lord's prayer engraved by 
Sturt, in the compaſs of a ſilver penny, the 
ten commandments, &c. in the ſize of a 
medal; and the goſpel of St. Matthew en- 
graved in octavo. Sturt's capital work was 
his Common-prayer-book, publiſhed by 
fubſcription in 1717 : it is all engraven

It is a 
large octavo, and contains 166 plates, beſides 
22 in the beginning, which conſiſt of the 
dedication, table, preface, calendar, names 
of ſubſcribers, &c. Prefixed is a buſt of 
George I. in a round, and facing it, thoſe 
of the prince and princeſs of Wales. On 
the king's buſt are engraven the Lord's 
prayer, creed, commandments, prayers for 
the royal family, and the 21ſt pſalm, but 
ſo ſmall as not to be legible without a mag- 
nifying glaſs. He alſo engraved a Compa- 
nion to the Altar, on plates of the ſame ſize, 
and a ſet of 55 hiſtoric euts for the Com- 
mon-prayer-book in ſmall octavo.

Mr. LUTTEREL 


Was bred at New-inn, but having a diſpo- 
fition to drawing, took to crayons and 
abandoned the law, Having a mechanic 
head, and obſerving the applauſe given to 
the new art of mezzotinto, he ſet himſelf to 
diſcover the ſecret, for ſo it was ſtill kept.

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that age did not deſerve ſo much reproach 
as we do. Few good pictures were then 
imported. How many noble collections 
have been formed ſince, and yet how few 
prints appear of intrinſic merit! I have 
mentioned thoſe of Mr. Strange, which are 
worthy of any country, and of the maſters 
he has imitated. Mac Ardell has done a 
few in mezzotinto, that ſhow what that 
branch is. capable of; but our collections 
are ſtill far from being exhauſted; and yet 
do not forget how many beautiful land- 
ſcapes of Claud Lorrain and Gaſpar Pouſlin 
we owe to the late Mr. Pond. Nor is this - 
wholly the fault of artiſts; if the public 
would negle& whatever is not warthy of 
their country, and of it's riches, nor pay 
great prices for haſty performances, it is not 
credible that we can want either the genius 
or induſtry of the French, though hitherto 
their prints in general are at leaſt as much, 


better than ours, as their prices are more 
reaſonable.

At length, drawing in the academy, and 
making ſome attempts in chiaro ſcuro, he 
diſcovered a new method of printing, com- 
poſed of etching, mezzotinto and wooden 
ſtamps, and with theſe blended arts he 
formed a ſtyle, that has more tints than 
ancient wooden cuts, reſembles drawings, 
and by the addition of mezzotinto, ſoftens 
the ſhades on the outlines, and more inſen- 
ſibly and agreeably melts the impreſſion of 
the wooden ſtamps, which give the tincture 
to the paper and the ſhades together. He 
performed ſeveral prints in this manner, 
and did great juſtice to the drawing and 
expreſſion of the maſters he imitated.

JAMES.CHRISTOPHER 
LE BLON, 


Another inventor in an age which how- 
ever has not been allotted any eminent 
rank in the hiſtory of arts. He naturally 
follows Kirkall, as there was ſome analogy 
in their purſuits. The former, if I may 
ſay ſo, attempted to print drawings, the 
latter to print paintings. He was a Flem- 
ing, and very far from young when I knew 
him, but of ſurprizing vivacity and volu- 
bility, and with a head admirably me- 
chanic, but an univerſal projector, and with 
at leaſt one of the qualities that attend 
that vocation, either a dupe or a cheat; I 


think the former, though as moſt of his 
projects 
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projects ended in the air, the ſufferers be- 
lieved the latter. As he was much an en- 
thuſiaſt, perhaps like moſt enthubaſls he 
was both one and t'other. 

He diſcovered a method of giving co- 
lour to mezzotinto, and perfected many 


large pictures, which may be allowed very 
tolerable copies « of the beſt maſters. Thus 


far his viſions were realized. He diftri- 


buted them by a kind of lottery, but the 


ſubſcribers did not find their prizes much 
valued. Yet ſurely the art was worth im- 
proving, at leaſt in a country ſo fond of 
portraits, Le Blon's method of mezzotinto 
at leaſt adds the reſemblance of colour. 

He had another merit to the public, with 
which few inventors begin ; he communi- 
cated his ſecret, in a thin quarto in French 
and Engliſh intituled, * Coloritto, or the 
Harmony of Colouring in Painting, reduc- 
ed to Mechanical Practice under eaſy Pre- 
cepts and infallible Rules.” Dedicated to 
Sir Robert Walpole, In the preface he 
ſays that he was executing anatomic figures 
for Monſieur St. Andre. Some heads co- 
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| loured progreſſively, according to the ſeveral 
| gradations, bear witneſs to the ſucceſs and 
q beauty of his invention. In 1732 he pub- 
liſhed a treatiſe on Tdeal Beauty, or le Beau 
Ideal, dedicated to lady Walpole. It was 
tranſlated from the original French of Lam- 
bert Hermanſon Ten Kate. | 
He afterwards ſet up a project for copy- 
ing the Cartoons in tapeſtry, and made 
ſome very fine drawings for that purpoſe.

Was not much known as an engraver, but 
was an excellent draughtſman, and drew 
deſigns for ornaments in great taſte, and 
was a faithfull- copyiſt of ancient build- 
mgs, tombs, and proſpects, for which he 


was conſtantly employed by the artiſts in 
London. He drew the monuments of kings 


for Vertue, and gave the deſigns, where 
mvention was neceſſary, for Pine's plates 
of the tapeſtry in the Houſe of Lords. 
He had been in Canada as ſecretary to 
the governor, but the climate diſagreeing 
with him, he returned to France, whence 
he was invited over by Duboſc. He was 
for ſome time employed in Glouceſter- 
ſhire, drawing churches and antiquities, 
Vertue compares his neat manner to Pi- 
cart, and owns that in compoſition and 
deſign he even excelled his favourite Hol- 
lar, He ſometimes attempted painting ſmall 
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hiſtories and converſations. Of his grav- 
ing are the prints to Sir Thomas Han- 
mer's edition of Shakeſpear, and many of 
them he deſigned ; but it is his large print 
of Kirkſtall-abbey which ſhows how able an 


engraver he was. 


JOHN PINE 


Need but be mentioned, to put the pub- 
lic in mind of the ſeveral beautifull and 
fine works for which they are indebted to 
him. The chief of them are, the cere- 
monies uſed at the revival of the order of 
the Bath by king George I. the prints from 
the tapeſtry in the Houſe of Lords, re- 
preſenting the deſtruction of the Spaniſh 
Armada, a book rivalling the ſplendid 
editions of the Louvre ; and the fair edi- 
tion of Horace, the whole text engraven, 
with ancient baſreliefs and gems illuſtrat- 
ing the ſubjects. He has given too a print 
of the Houſe of Commons, ſome ancient 


charters, and other things. His head paint-

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ed by Mr. Hogarth in the manner of Rem- 
brandt is well known from the print. 


ARTHUR PUND, 


Another promoter of meritorious works, 
was concerned with Mr. Knapton in ſet- 
ting forth the noble volume of illuſtrious 
heads, engraved by Houbraken and Ver- 
tue, and which might ſtill be enlarged. 
Mr. Pond was author too of the defign for 
engraving the works of Claud Lotrain and 
Gaſpar Pouſſin, of which ſeveral numbers 
were exhibited; a few landſcapes from 
Rembrandt, and other maſters, and prints 
from Paolo Panini followed. He alfo pub- 
liſhed many prints from fine drawings, and 
a ſet of Caricaturas after Cavalier Ghezzi. 
Mr. Pond had fingular knowledge in hands, 
but conſiderably more merit as an editor 
than as a painter, which was his profeſſion 
both in oil and crayons. He had formed

JOHN GREEN 


A young man who made great proficience 
in groving, landſcapes, and other things; ; 
particularly heads of Thomas Rowney ; 
TP homas Sham, D. D. W. Derham, D. D. 
and the plates for Bgrlaſe 8 Natural Hiſtory 
of Cornwall, and. many of the ſeats, was 
born at Hales: Owen in Shropſhire, and bred 
under Baſire, an engraver of maps, father 
of the preſent engraver to the Antiquarian 
Society. Green was employed by the Uni- 
verſity of Oxford, and continued their al- 
manacs ; but died immaturely three or four 
years 
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years ago. His brother is in the ſame bu- 


ſineſs. 


Beſides all I have mentioned, diſpetled i in 
Vertue's MSS. I have ſince found ſome 
more names, of whom the notices are ſo 
light, that it is not worth while to endea- 
vour finding proper places for them. Their 
names are, Morellon le Cave,“ a ſcholar of 
Picart; J. Cole; P. Williamſon; G. Lum- 
ley, who ſettled at York; P. Tempeſt ; 
Peter Coombes; P. Pelham; E: Kyte; 
George Kitchin, who did heads of Maho- 
met and Muſtapha, Turks belonging to 
George I.; and William Robins, Alexander 
Brown, and De Blois, mezzotinters: Van ＋ 
Bleek, who executed of late years a fine 
print of Johnſon and Griffin, players; and 
A. Van Haecken, who has given a head of 
Dr. Pepuſch and ſome others. John Stone 
the younger drew and engraved one of the

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plates for Dugdale's Warwickſhire: T. Pin- 
go did a plate of arms for Thoreſpy's 
Leeds; S. Boiſſeau, a plate for Aaron 
Hill's Hiſtory of the Ottoman Empire; and 
Th. Gardner, a ſet for the Common Prayer 
paraphraſed, by James Harris, 1735. Se- 
veral Engliſh portraits have been engraved 
abroad, particularly by Cornelius Van Da- 
len; Arthur De Jode, and P. De Jode; J. 
De Leuw; Pontius; Edelinck, and Pi- 
cart. Many alſo have been engraved by 
unknown hands. 

"RS the concluſion of theſe Memoires, 
and for a ſeparate article I reſerve an ac- 
count of him, to whom his country, the 


artiſts whoſe memories he has preſerved, 


and the reader, are obliged for the materials 
of this work. 

On living artiſts i it is neither neceſſary nor 
proper to expatiate. The taſk will be eaſy 
to others hereafter to continue the ſeries. 
Here is a regular ſueceſſion from the intro- 
duction of the art into England to the 
preſent year; and the chief æras of it's 
eee and extention marked. That 
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the continuation will afford a brighter liſt, 
one may augur, from the protection given 
to the arts, from the riches and flouriſhing 
ſtate of our dominion, and from the maſ- 
ters; we actually poſſeſs. Houſton,“ Mac 
Ardell, f and Fiſher, have already promiſed 
by their works to revive the beauty of mez- 
zotinto, The exquiſite plates of architec- 
ture, which daily appear, are not only 
worthy of the taſte which is reſtored in that 
ſcience, but exceed whatever has appeared 
in any age or country, Þ Mr. Rooker is the 
Marc Antonio of architecture. Vivares and 
ſome others, have great merit in graving 
landſeape, Major's works after Teniers, 
&c. will always make a principal figure in 
a collection of prints, and prevent our envy- 
ing the excellence of the French in that 
branch of the art. I could name more, if 
it would not look like flattery to the living;

\HE enſuing account is drawn from 

his own notes, in which the higheſt 
—_ he ventures to aſſume, is founded on 
his induſtry—How many men in a higher 
ſphere haye thought that ſingle quality con- 
ferred many ſhining - other The world 
too has been ſo complaiſant as to allow 


their pretenſions. Vertue thought the la- 
bour of his hands was but labour — the 
Scaligers and ſuch book-wights have miſ- 
taken the drudgery of their eyes for parts, 
for abilities — nay, have ſuppoſed it be- 
ſtowed wit, while it only ſwelled their arro- 
gance, and unchained their ill- nature. How

About the age of thirteen THY was ARS 


with a maſter who engraved arms on plate, 


and had the chief buſineſs of London; but 

who being extravagant, broke and returned to 
his country, F rance, after Vertue had ſerved 
him between three and four years. As the 
man was unfortunate, though by his own 
fault, the good - nature of the ſcholar has

concealed his name. As it is proper the

Returned to his parents, Vertue gave 
himſelf entirely to the ſtudy of drawing for 


two yeats; and then entered into an agree 


ment with Michael Vandergutch for three 


more, which term he protracted to ſeven, 


engraving copper- plates for him, when, hav- 
ing received inſtructions and advice from 
ſeveral painters, he quitted his. maſter on 
handſome terms, and began to work for 
hirnſelf: pſt! This was i in the year 1709. The 
firſt twelvemonth was paſſed in drawing and 
engraving for books. 

The art was then at the loweſt ebb in 
England. The beſt performers were worn 
out: the war with France ſhut the door 
againſt recruits ; national acrimony, and the 
animoſity of faction diverted public atten- 


wy” 


tion from common arts of amuſement. At 


that period the young engrayer was recom- 
mended to Sir Godfrey Kneller, whoſe re- 


putation, "riches, parts, and acquaintance 
with 
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with the firſt men in England ſupported 
what little taſte was left for Virtꝭ, and could 
ſtamp a character where ever he deigned to 
patronize. My author mentions with duti- 
full ſenſibility what joy this important pro- 
rection gave to his father, who had his edu- 
cation warmly at heart, and who dying ſoon 
after, left 2 widow and ſeveral children to 
be ſupported by our ſcarce-fledged adven- 
j turer. His own words ſhall tell how he 
| felt his ſituation, how little tlie falſe colours 
| of vanity gave a ſhining appearance to the 
morning of his fortune; „ was, "ſays he, 
, the eldeſt, and-then the only one that could 
| help them, which added circumſpection in 
my affairs then, as well as induſtry to the 
end of my life.” 


At intervals of leiſure, he practiſed draw- 
ing and muſic, learned French and a little 
Italian. It appears that he afterwards acquir- 
ed Dutch, having conſulted in the originals 
all that has been written in thoſe three lan- 
guages on the art to which he was de- 
voted. | 
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His works began to draw attention, and 
he found more” illuſtrious patronage than 
Kneller's. Lord Somers employed him to 
engrave a plate of archbiſhop Tillotſon, 
and rewarded him nobly. - The print will 
ſpeak for itſelf. It was the ground-work 
of his reputation, and deſerved to be ſo. 
Nothing like it had appeared for ſome years, 
nor at the hour of it's production had he 
any competitors. Edelinck was dead in 
France, White in England, Van Gunſt in 


Holland : «Tt ſeemed,” fays he himſelf, 


« as if the ball of fortune was toſſed up to 
be a prize only for Vertue.” One cannot 
eſtimate ſucceſs at a lower rate, than to 
aſcribe it to accident ; the compariſon is at 
once modeſt and ingenious. Shade of Sca- 
liger, which of your works owed it's glory 
to a dearth of genius among your cotem- 
poraries? 

In 1711 an academy of painting was in- 
ſtituted by the chief performers in London, 
Sir Godfrey Kneller was placed at the head ; 


Vertue was one of the firſt members; and 
drew there for ſeveral years. 


To 
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To che end of that reign he continued to 
navy portrajts from Kneller, Dahl, Richard- 


fon, Jeryaſs, Gibſon and others: 


On the acceſſion of tlie preſent royal fa-

mily he publiſhed a large head of the king 
from a painting by Kneller: As it was the 
girſt portrait of his majeſty, many thouſands 
were Told, though by no means à laborious

| ſhewn at court, and was followed by thoſe 
| of the prince and princeſs. All concurred 
to extend his buſineſs. In any receſs from 
: rhat he practiſed in water- colours, ſome- 
; times attempting portrait; oftener copying 
from ancient or curious pieces which he 

propofed to engrave. So early as the year 


| 171 3 he commenced his reſearches after the 
lives of our artifts, and began his collections, 


to which he added prints by former maſters, 
and every thing that could tend to his great 
work, the Hiſtory of the Arts in England. 


Wherever he met with portraits of the 


performers, he ſpared no pains in taking 
copies. His journies over England with 


che ſame view will appear in the courſe of 


his 
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his life. Theſe, travels were aſfiduouſly 
employed in, making: catalogwes; Obferva- 
tions, and memqtandums of all he fü. 
His. chirſt after Britiſn antiquĩties ſoon led 
him to a congenial Mæcenas. That muni- 
ficent collector, Robert Harley, ſecond earl 
of Oxford, early diſtinguiſhed the meris 
and application of Vertue. The invariable 
gratitude of, the latter, expreſſed on all. oc- 
caſions, implies the bounty of the patron. 
cc The. earl's generous and unparallelled 
encouragement of my undertakings, by pro- 
moting my ſtudious endeavours, ſays he, 
© gave me great reputation and advantage 
over all other profeſſors of the ſame art in 
England. Another leſſon of humility. 
How ſeldom is fame aſcribed by the poſleſ- 
ſor to the countenance of others.! The want 
of it is complained of here is. one inſtance, 
perhaps a ſingular inſtance, here the ing 
fluence is acknowledged+ofrer the death 
of the benefactor. 2 fo 8 ola; 
Another patron was Heneage Finch 
earl of Winchelſea, bays re he  painr- 
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ed, and engraved; and who, being preſi- 
dent of the ſociety of Antiquaries on the 
revival in 1717, appointed Vertue, who 
was a member, engraver to it. The plates 
publiſhed, by that ſociety from curious re- 
mains were moſt of them by his hand as 
long as he lived, are a valuable monument, 


and will be evidence that that body is not 


uſeleſs in the learned world. 

The Univerſity of Oxford employed him 
for many years to engrave their almanacs. 
Inſtead of inſipid emblems that deſerved no 
longer duration than what they adorned, 
he introduced views of public buildings 


and hiſtoric events; for he ſeldon reaped 


benefit from the public, without repaying 
it with information. 5 
Henry Hare, the laſt lord Coleraine, an 
antiquary and collector, as his grandfather 
had been, is enumerated by Vertue among 
his protectors. His travels were dignified 
by accompanying thoſe lords. They bore 


the expence which would have debarred 
him from viſiting many objects of his eu- 


rioſity, if at his own charge; and he made 
their 
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their journies more delightful, by explain- 
ing, taking draughts, and keeping a re- 
giſter of what they ſaw. This was the caſe 
in a journey he took with lord; Coleraine to 
Salifbuxy, Wilton and Stonehenge. Of the 
latter he made ſeveral, views: Wiltoa he 
probably ſaw with only Engliſh eyes. Amid 
legions of warriors and emperors, he ſought- 
Vandyck and Rubens, Holbein and Inigo 
Jones. An antique and modern virtuoſo 
might inhabit that Palace of arts, and ne- 
ver interfere. An ancient indeed would 
be a little ſurprized to find ſo many of his 
acquaintance new baptized. Earl Thomas 
did not, like the popes, convert pagan 
chiefs , into . chriſtians, but many an em- 
peror acts the part at Wilton of ſcarcer 
Cæſars. | 

In, 1726 Vertue, with Mr. Stephens the 
hiſtoriographer, viſited St. Albans, Veru-. 
lam and  Gorhambury. At the latter he 


made a drawing from the picture of Sir 
Francis Bacon. | 


Great part of his time was employed for 
lord Oxford, for whom he engraved. Por- 
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traits of Mr. Prior, Sir Hugh Middleton, 
&c, For the duke of Montagu he did Sir 
Ralph Windwood ; for Sir Paul Methuen, 


Cortez; archbiſhop Warham from Hol- 


bein's original at Lambeth and for lord 
Burlington Zucchero's queen of Scots. = 
His prints growing numerous, many 
perſons were deſirous of having a compleat 
collection. He made up ſets for Sir Tho- 
mas Frankland, for Mr. Weſt, and for lord 
Oxſord; the laſt in three large volumes, 
carried down to 1741, and ſold after the 
earl's death to the late earl of Aileſbury for 

50 guineas. | N 
In 1727 he went to Wimpole for a week, 
and thence made a tour with lord Oxford 
for fix weeks more, to Stamford, Burleigh, 
Grantham, Lincoln, and Welbeck, one of 
the ancient ſeats of the counteſs of Oxford, 
where after the eatl's death ſhe aſſembled 
the portraits of her anceſtors to a prodi- 
gious number, the heroes of many an II- 
luſtrious race. Thenee they paſſed to 
Chatſworth, and Vork, where Vertue had 
the pleaſure of converſing with Mr. Francis 
Place, 
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Place; he had been intimate with Hol- 
lar. Triping eireufaſkances to thoſe who 
do not feéllchät he felt.

For fome years his . werke 
by noble encouragement, and by opportu- 
nities of purſuing his favorite erudition. 
He was © invited whither he would have 
wiſhed" to make pilgrimages, for the love 
of antiquity is a kind of devotion, and Mr. 
Vertue had different ſets of ſaints. In 1728 
the duke of Dorſet called him to Knowle, 
Humble before his ſuperiors, one conceives 
how His reſpect was heightened at entering 
ſo venerable a pile, realizing to his eyes the 
ſcenes of many a waking viſion. Here he 
drew. ſeyeral of the poets. But he was on 
fairy ground; Arcadia was on the con- 
fines; i could he reſiſt an excurſion to Pen- 
ſnurft? One may judge how high his en- 
thuſiaſm had been wrought, by the mortifi- 
cation he expreſſes at not finding there a 
portrait of Sir Philip Signey. = ö 
Vor.

In 1730 appeared his twelve heads of 
poets, one of his capital works. Though 
poetry was but a ſiſter art, he treated it 
with the affection of a relation. He had 


collected many notes touching the profeſ- 


ſors, and here and there in his MSS. are 
ſome ſlight attempts of his own. But he 
was of too timid and correct a nature to 
ſoar where fancy only guides. Truth was 
his province, and he had a felicity uncom- 
mon to antiquaries, he never ſuffered his 
imagination to lend him eyes. Where he 
could not diſcover he never ſupplied. 
After his poets, of which he propoſed to 
enlarge the ſeries, it was his purpoſe to 


give ſets or claſſes of other eminent men, 


This was the firſt idea of illuſtrious heads, 
a hint afterwards adopted by others, and at 
laſt taken out of his hands, who was beſt fur- 

niſhed with materials for ſuch a work. Some 


branches he executed himſelf with deſerved 


applauſe. 

About this time 'he again went to Ox- 
ford, copied ſome original paintings, and 
took an account of what portraits they 

have 
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have of founders and benefactors, and where 
depoſited. Thence to Glouceſter to draw 
the monument of Edward II. having for 
ſome years been collecting and making draw- 
ings of our kings, from images, miniatures 
or oil-paintings; a work ſoon after un- 
expectedly called forth. On his return he 
ſtopped at Burford to view the family-piece 
of Sir Thomas More, and viſited Ditchley 
and Blenheim. His next tour was to Cam- 
bridge, where he had been privately en- 
gaged to draw by ſtealth the portrait of 
old Mr. Thomas Baker of St. John's, then 
an eminent antiquary, earlier in his life 
the modeſt author of that ingenious and 
poliſhed little piece, Reflexions on Learn- 
Ing. 

Vertue's next conſiderable production was 
the heads of Charles I. and the loyal ſuf- 
ferers in his cauſe, with their characters 
ſubjoined from Clarendon. But this was 
ſcarce finiſhed, before appeared Rapin's 
Hiſtory of England, „a work ſays he, that 
had a prodigious run, eſpecially after tranſ- 
lated, inſomuch that it became all the con- 

R 2 verſation 
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verſation of the town and country, and the 
noiſe being heightened by oppoſition and 
party, it was propoſed to publiſh it in folio 
by numbers— thouſands were ſold every 
week.” The two brothers, Knaptons, en- 
gaged Vertue to accompany it with effigies 
of kings, and ſuitable decorations. This 
undertaking employed him for three years, 
A fair copy richly bound he preſented to 
Frederic prince of Wales at Kenſington, A 
volume of his beſt works he gave to the 
Bodleian library. 

In 1734 he renewed his journies about 
England. With Roger Gale the antiquary 
he went to St. Alban's, Notthampton and 
Warwick. In 1737 the earl of Leiceſter 
carried him to Penſhurſt; and the end of 
the ſame year lord Oxford took him again 
to Oxford, to Compton Verney, the feat of 
the maſter of the rolls, to Warwick, Co- 
ventry, Birmingham, and to lord Digby's 
at Coleſhill, to view the curious picture of 
queen Elizabeth's proceſſion, ſince removed 
by the late lord to Sherborn-caſtle in Dor- 
ſetſhire, They returned by Stratford (Ver- 
| tue 
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tue did not want true devotion to Shake- 
ſpear) by Mr. Sheldon's at Weſton, where 
are a few curious pictures, ſaw Blenheim, 
and Mr. Waller's at Beconsfield. The next 
year he went into Hertfordſhire to verify 
his ideas about Hunſdon, the ſubject as he 
thought of queen Elizabeth's progreſs. The 
old lord Digby, who from tradition be- 
lieved it the queen's proceſſion to St. Paul's 
after the deſtruction of the Armada, was 
diſpleaſed with Vertue's new hyphotheſis. 
The ſame year he ſaw Windſor and Mr. Top- 
ham's collection of drawings at Eton, 

He next engaged with the Knaptons to 
engrave ſome of the illuſtrious heads, the 
greater part of which were executed by Hou- 
braken, and undoubtedly ſurpaſſed thoſe of 
Vertue. Yet his performances by no means 
deſerved to be condemned as they were by 
the undertakers, and the” performer laid 
aſide. Some of Houbraken's were care-- 
leſsly done, eſpecially of the moderns ; but 
Vertue had a fault to dealers, which was a 
merit to the public: his ſcrupulous vera- 
city could not digeſt imaginary portraits, as 
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are ſome” of thoſe engraved by Houbraken, 
who living in Holland, ignorant of our hiſ- 
tory, 'uninquiſitive into the authenticity of 
what was tranſmitted to him, engrayed 
whatever was ſent. I will mention two in- 
ſtances ; the heads of Carr earl of Somerſet 
and ſecretary Thurloe are not only not ge- 
nuine, but have not the leaſt reſemblance 
to the perſons they pretend to repreſent, 
Vertue was incommode; he loved truth. 
Towards the end of 1738 he made ano- 
ther tour with lord Oxford thrqugh Kent 
and Suſſex, viſiting Rocheſter, Canterbury, 
Chicheſter, Portſmouth, Southampton and 
Wincheſter; and the principal ſeats, as 
Petworth, Goodwood, Stanſted, and Cou- 
dray—the laſt alone worth an antiquary's 


Journey. Of all theſe he made various 


ſketches and notes; always preſenting a 
duplicate of his obſervations to lord Ox- 
ford. 

He had yet another purſuit, which 1 
have not mentioned ; no man had ſtudied 
Engliſh coins more ; part of his reſearches 

have 
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have appeared in his account of the two 
Simons. | 

He till wanted to viſit the eaſt of Eng- 
land. In 1739 his wiſh was gratified ; lord 
Coleraine, who had an eſtate at Walpole on 
the borders of Norfolk in Lincolnſhire, 
carried him by Wanſted, Mouſham, Goſ- 
field, St. Edmundſbury, Sir Andrew Foun- 
tain's and Houghton, to Lynn, and thence 
to Walpole ; in which circuit they ſaw many 
churches and other ſeats. 

In 1740 he publiſhed his propoſals for 
the commencement of a very valuable work, 
his hiſtoric prints, drawn with extreme la- 
bour and fidelity, and executed in a moſt 
ſatisfactory manner. Queen Elizabeth's pro-- 
greſs he copied exactly in water-colours for 
lord Oxford, who was ſo pleaſed with it, 
that he ſent Mr. Vertue and his wife a pre- 
ſent of about 60 ounces of plate — but thus 
arrived at the ſummit of his modeſt wiſhes, 
that is, rewarded for illuſtrating Engliſh 
hiſtory—his happineſs was ſuddenly daſhed ; 
he loſt his noble friend the earl, who died 
June 16, 1741. Death, ſays he emphati- 
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eally, put an end to that life that had been 
the ſupport, cheriſher, and comfort of ma- 
ny, many others, who are left to lament— 
but none more heartily than Vertue !” | 

So ſtruck was the poor man with this ſig- 
nal misfortune, that for two years there is 
an hiatus in his ſtory — he had not ſpirits 
even to be minute. | 

In 1743 he was a little revived by ac- 
quiring the honour of the duke of Norfolk's 
notice, for whom he engraved the large 
plate of the earl of Arundel and his family. 
For his grace too he collected two volumes 
of the works of Hollar, chiefly of thoſe 
graved from the Arundelian collection; 
and having formed another curious volume 
of drawings from portraits, monuments, 
pedigrees, &c. of the houſe of Howard, the 
duke made him a preſent of a bank note of 
100/, 8 | 

His merit and modeſty ſtill raiſed him 
friends, The counteſs dowager of Oxford 
alleviated his loſs of her lord : their daugh- 
ter the ducheſs of Portland he mentions 
with equal gratitude ; the late duke ot 
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Richmond and lord Burlington did not for- 
get him among the artiſts they patronized, 
But in 1749 he found a yet. more exalted 
protector. The late prince of Wales ſent 
for him, and finding him maſter of what= 
ever-related to Engliſh antiquity, and par- 
ticularly converſant in the hiſtory of king 
Charles's collection, which his royal high+ 
neſs wiſhed as far as poſſible to re- aſſemble, 
he often had the honour of attending the 
prince, was ſhewn his pictures by himſelf, 
and accompanied him to the rayal palaces, 
and was much employed in collecting prints 
for him and taking catalogues, and ſold him 
many of his own miniatures and prints. 

He had now reaſon to flatter himſelf with 
permanent fortune. He ſaw his fate linked 
with the reyival of the arts he loved; he 
was uſefull to a prince who trod in the ſteps 
of the accompliſhed Charles; no Hugh 
Peters threatened havoc to the growing 
collection but a filent and unexpected foe 
drew a veil over this ſcene of comfort, as it 
had over the former. Touched yet ſub- 
miſſive, he ſays, after painting the prince's 
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qualifications, and the hopes that his coun- 
try had conceived of him, — “ but alas, 
Mors ultima rerum! O God, thy will be 
done! Unhappy day, Wedneſday March 
20th, 1751!” His trembling hand inſerts 
a few more memorandums of prints he en- 
graved, and then he concludes his me- 
moires in melancholy and disjointed ſen- 
tences thus. Obſervations on my indif- 
ferent health—and weakneſs of fight in- 
creaſing—and loſs of noble friends, and the 
encouragement from them leſs and leſs 
daily—this year—and worſe in appearance 
begins with 1752.” 

He loſt his friends ; but his piety, mild- 
neſs, and ingenuity never forſook him. 
He laboured almoſt to the laſt, ſollicitous 
to leave a decent competence to a * wife 
with whom he had lived many years in ten- 
der harmony. His volumes of the works 


Margaret his wife ſurvived him, and died March 
17, 1776, in the 76th year of her age. His brother 
James, who followed the fame profeſſion at Bath, died 
about 1765. 
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of Hollar and the Simons, I have mentioned 
here and elſewhere. The reſt of his works 
will appear in the enſuing liſt, 

He died July 24th, 17 56, and was buried 
in the cloyſters of Weſtminſter-abbey on the 
3oth following, with this epitaph, 

Here lyes the body of Georye Vertue 
Late engraver 


And fellow of the Society of Antiquaries, 
Who was born in London 1684, 


And departed this life on the 24th of July 1756. 


With manners gentle, and a gratefull heart, 
And all the genius of the Graphic Art, 
His fame ſhall each ſucceeding artiſt own 
Longer by far than monuments of ſtone. 


Two other friends—not better poets in- 
deed, —inſerted the following lines in the 
papers, on viewing his monument : 


Proud artiſt, ceaſe thoſe deeds to paint on ſtone, 
Which far above the praiſe of man have ſhone: 
Why ſhould your {kill ſo vainly thus be ſpent ? 
For Vertue ne'er can need a monument.

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Another, 


Troubled in mind and preſs'd with grievous ſmart, 
Her happy manſions left the Graphic Art, 
And thus to Science ſpoke; ** what ! can it be? 
Is famous Vertue dead ?—then ſo are we.” 


Theſe are well-meant hyberboles on a 
man who never uſed any; he was ſimple, 
modeſt, and ſcrupulous ; ſo ſcrupulous, that 
it gave a peculiar ſlowneſs to his delivery; 
he never uttered his opinion haſtily, nor 
haſtily aſſented to that of others. As he 
grudged no time, no induſtry, to inform 
himſelf, he thought they might beſtow a 
little too, if they wiſhed to know. Ambi- 
tious to diſtinguiſh himſelf, he took but 
one method, application. Acquainted with 
all the arts practiſed by his profeſſion to 
uſher their productions to the public, he 
made uſe of none. He only lamented he 
did not deſerve ſucceſs, or if he miſſed it 
when deſerved. It was ſome merit that 
carried ſuch baſhfull integrity as far as it 


did 80. 
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He was a ſtrict Roman Catholic; yet 
even thoſe principles could not warp his 
attachment to his art, nor prevent his mak- 
ing it ſubſervient to the glory of his coun- 
try. I mention this as a ſingular inſtance. 
His partiality to Charles the firſt did not 
indeed claſh much with his religion; but 
who has preſerved more monuments of queen 


Elizabeth ? Whatever related to her ſtory 


he treated with a patriot fondneſs; her he- 


roes were his. His was the firſt thought of 
engraving the tapeſtry in the Houſe of 
Lords; his a project of giving a ſeries of 


proteſtant biſhops—for his candour could 
reconcile toleration and popery. 

His collection of books, prints, miniatures 
and drawings were ſold by auction May 17th, 
1757. Lord Beſborough bought there his 


copies in water- colours of the kings of 


England, as I did a large piece of Philip 
and Mary from the original at Woburn, 
which he intended for his ſeries of hiſtoric 
prints; there too I purchaſed his drawings 
taken from Holbein; and ſince his death, 
the beſt piece he ever painted, a ſmall
